It was the men with a 
grievance who were most in 
evidence—as was natural—the 
men whose pensions weredelayed 
or denied, the men who were out 
of work, the men who thought 
that women bad supplanted them, 
the men who were ostracised by 
the trade unions. 

Heaven koows these men 
deserved all the attention they 
got; but the attention which was 
enlisted in their bebalf was often 
focussed npon some other object, 
which had nothing to do with 
them, which was somebody else’s 
axe; and fheir real grievance had 
been volgarised and dragged in 
the dust to serve somcons elsa’s 
propagandz. 


; THE AUTHESTIC VODICE. 

No, that is not the authentic 
voice of the ex-Serviceman. We 
bave heard that voice before, and 
it was different. 

How diffarentis clear to all who 
remember his long patience, his 
enduring cheerfainess, his 
homorus acceptance of discipline, 
bis companionability in discom- 
fort, bas emiable grousing, his 
fidelity 2 hundred qualities which 
eudeared le soldat anglsis to the 
French and Belgian peasants 
be bind the line. 

His voice, here in England, was 
silent for five years. You could 
bear it ip the camps, or on the}; 
toute march, or in the dog-outs; 
but only a distant and transfomn- 
ed echo of it was heard on this 
side of the Channel. . His letters 
were censored, and.be was always 

“in the pink,” to cheer the folk at 
home; be conld-oot make spe- 
eches, or write articles, or let the 


world know what he was thioking.. 


He was vocal among his fellows, 
but be. was dumb to the outside 
world. 

From ‘far off he heard the lift 
of the. people of England, as it 
was expressed by politicians, by 
by trade ucionists, by all our 
pablic jmev. And’ to. him the 
noise. of it sounded dim and 
unreal. He was living anothar Jife, 
in & society ‘of men like bimself 
bound together in

These two things can be 
secured out of no secret fund, but 
solely out of tha product of indus- 
try. Emplorers, employed, and 
the pablic are tha threa parties 
concerned tn production. 


THE WORKERS’ Gals. 


To-day there is no danger of 
bo narksta 6: 
the world are clamouribg for our 
predvets; the more produced, 
the lower the price, the greater 
the demand on the part of the 
public, the higger, therefore, the 
product of. industry and the 
larger the ‘sum for division be- 
tween employers and employed. 
Economie history claariy 
proves that the more productive 
hod efficient an industry is, the 
higher are the wages and the 
better are the conditions of its 
workpeople. 
indisputable facts,

Employers, too, must realise, 
as the best employers do, that in- 
creased production is not for 
their. sole benefit. The more 
articles produced during s work- 
ing day the greater is the output 
over which fixed and standing 
charges sre spread, and tha leas, 
therefore, the cost of turning out 
jeach article. But speeding up 
‘joutput. either in the form of in- 
created effort or more efficient 
mscainers, produces a further 
profit. 

Its division is keenly controver- 
siaL Itshould not be wholly by 
tbe employer, nor wholly by the 
workman; both these extremes, 
ancomroon enough in industry, 
are wrong. 

The fair thing is that it sbould 
be equitably divided between em- 
ployer, employed,and the public, 
in proportions depending on the 
circumstances of the industry.

GERMAN EXPERIMENTS. 


Details of Germany's expert 
mentain developing liquid fuel to 
preserve existing industries and 
to maintain railway transport 
facilities, are contained in a 
United States Consplar Cammerce 
Teport. : 

In the opinion of soma leading 
enginears, states the report, this 
can be best accomplished by 
submitting tha bulk of the coal to 
a special process of low tampera- 
wure diatillation, and then usingthe 
liquid fue) so ontained in Diesel 
engines to secure the balk of the 
powet required. This method, it 
ja contended, would have the 
additional advantage of yielding 
by-products of great value, 

As a result of a great deal of 
experimental work conducted 
during the blockade Garmany is 
now producing a cansidarable 
quantity of liquid fueland allied 
prodacts by this method. It gives 
a tar of easentially different com- 
position and properties from the 
taal tar obtained in the ordinars 
process of coke and g2s 
manviattnre, and with the 
distillation conducted at a tem- 
perature of SOO degrees_ F.. in- 
there of 1800 degrees F.. ther 
is much greater yield of tar, 
althoush the yield of gas is less. 

The “caalite™ or half coke 
thus produced is intermediate in 
qualis between coal and coke.

VALUE OF WOMEN POLICE. 


COMMITTEES SCALE 
OF PAY. » 


The repo of the Committee 
on the Employment of Women 
on Police Duties has jus: been 
published ss 2. White Paper. In 
their concluding remarks the 
Committee state:—We consider 
tmat the experience of the war 
proved that women can be em- 
ployed with advantage to the 
community in the performance 
of certain police doties which, 
before the war, were exclusively 
discharged by men. . 

For the efficient parformance 
ot these duties, the Committee 
add, is isessentisl that the women 
should be specially qualified. 
highly trained, and well paid. and 
that they should form an integral 
part of the police force. While 
acknowledging the. good work 
done during the war by unoficial 
dedies of women who undertoos 
police duties in munition works 
and in thickly-populated steas. 
the Committee are convinced that 
such works must, in normal times. 
be entrusted solely to women 
under the direct orders of the 
police authorities. In industrial 
areas, where offences agains: the 
law relating to women and 
children are no: infrequent, the 
repost continues, there is nov only 
scope, but urgen? need. for the 
employment of policewomen. 
They should not be required to 
perform duties which would 
invalva the exercise of pbysical 
force and consequent exposure to 
pbysical danger.

At the time of writing, it looks as though the coal miness are 
determined to have their own way in the matter of an increase in 
“wages, ot. in the alternative. to cause a strice the consequences of 
which it would bs difficult to foresee. The Government attitude in 
the matter is quite frank and decidedly fair: it is that the Question 


. - be referred to en impartial tribunal for decision. But to that the 


miners’ leaders will not agree: they are not even prepared to argue 
the matler—-it ix.a case of sheer dictation to the Government. With 
the facts thus, we can readily understand that there is nota deal of 
public sympathy forthe miners, for ifthere is one thing the Britisher 
dislikes it is to be dragooned and forced into any course of action, 
and by their obstinacy in this dispute we are sure that the miners 

ate damaging whatever of justite there may be in their demands, 
Tn all the discussions which have taken place on this coal 
question it bas been rather difficult for us here to realise the true 
issue. for Reuter hes not been very clear on the sabject. We 
. gether from Home advices, however, that the miners have presented 
' Swo demands, namely, 2s.aday advance in rages for adults, with 
1s, and 9d. for juveniles, and the removal of the 14a. 24. addad to the 
' price of housebold coal in May Jast. The claim was based on the 
profits indicated in a return of the financial results of the industry 
in the first quarter of the year, and would just about have absorbed the 
sixty-six millions which the miners had caleulated the Exchequer 
would gain after the share of the mine-owners had been paid. But 
we have recentiz had sent us ty cable the figures for the quarter 
ended June 30th last. and they showed that the net profits were 
£730,000, or £3,000,000 year. When the miners first met Sir 
Robert Horne, many weeks ago. he gave some luminsting figures 
on the wages claim, pointing out that on the average’ minors had 

- received advances that more then met thei 


, previous thres months. J 
The trouble, in this dispute, is that the miners will not grant 
Sir Robert Horne’s provrices’’ According toa Labour writer, they 
ask:—Why should wage advances be limited to cost of living 
bonuses? Ane why should the profits of coal exports be applied to 
relieving income-tax rather than to relieving the workingman’s 
- cost of living? The wages question, however, is only the field on 
‘which a more important question is being fought—the question of 
ification. The miners’ casa ia that their claims can be wet, pro-

other hand igtrying to retrest from the position, forced upon it by 
exigencies of the war, of treating the industry as & unit With the 
miners it is a case of pressing this demand because of.what it may 
bring them in other ways.

BREAD FOR ALE_ 


Indications bave been given 
recently that the coming winter 
is not going to be a particularly 
healthy one for the British work- 
mano who finds himself ont of em- 
ployment at the present time. 
Instead of being able to geta job, 
be will find himself in a growing 
company of -out-of-works. In- 
evitebly, there will be a certain 
amount of distress, but it is 
encouraging to Jearn from an 
American newspaper that the 
world bas oleaty ‘of wheat ta 
feed itself and: tha! there is no 
need for the world to go hunerr 
this coming winter. Our Ameri- 
can friends have a happy knack 
of expression, as can 
appreciated from the fact that, 
having told its readers the abore 
assuring fact, the newspaper 
adds:—"All that is needed is 
sufficient intelligence to get the 
wheat to the places where it is 
needed in order that man may 
have bread enough and spare.” 
The Internationa! Inétitute of 
Agriculture at Rome reports from 
figures it has gathered that there 
were ob April 1, 1920, a tote! of 
10,500,000 metric tons of wheat 
and rye available for shipment 
from the grain exporting countries 
of the world (6,000,000 tons in 
North America, 3,200,000 in South 
America, and 1,300,000 in 
Australia). This, be it noted, 
takes no account of .Rossisa 
wheat, which is not con- 
sidered available. The countries 
that have to import wheat and 
rye to feed their people, will re- 
quire between April. and. the 
periods of their respective har- 
vests 8,100,000 metric tons. 
Consequently, it is apparent tliat 
the stocks at the beginning of 
April were sufficient not only to 
supply all requirements wp. to 
harvest time, in- the’ northern 
hamisphere, but also,to leave a 
surplus available in the cotning 
season. On the basis of the fig- 
ures presented, this surplus was 
2,400,000 metric tons on August 1.
